PARIS, June 1.—Capt, George 
Guynemer, most famous of all French 
army aviators has brought down fire 
more German airplanes ,two of them 
in one minute. The captain now is 
credited offigially with having des- 
troyed 43 enemy machines. ' 

Between May 17 and May 31 the 
French airmen brought down 92 Ger- 
man machines, and 57 othera are be- 
lieved to ‘hare fallen to earth behind 
the German lines, 

The ‘following official account of 
aerial activities were given out here 
to-day : 

In the period between May 17 and 
May 21, thirty-two German machines 
were destrayed on our front during 
aerial combats, in. addition to 57 
others which were damaged serionsly 
and probably crashed to earth within 
the enomy lines. Captain Giyemer 
brought down_ fire machines, four of 
them on the same-flay. Two of these

BACON FLAVORS. . 


How to Cook It In the Epicure’s Way 
and Season With It. . 

There's a world of difference between 
bacon well cooked and bacon badly 
cooked, and -yét the'task’ of cooking 
bacon seems so simple. Any new cook 
would look’at you in blank surprise if 
you questioned ber as to her ability to 
cook bacon, and yet not one cook in a 
hundred can cook it to a turn. 

In the Grst place, hacon needs con- 
stant watching during the cooking 
process.

As the fat 
increases pour it off, kearing only 
enough In the griddle to keep the bacon 
from burning.

From a vast accutimulation of; test- 
imony and evidence gathered together 
hy observation we must concede that 
Sabbath keeping by the people means 
national good; while sabbath break- 
ing means natlonal disaster. 

Wo have only to look at tho Cath- 
olle Countries of Europo ,anid Behold 
tho results of what has been term- 
ed: “The Contincntal Sabbath.” to 
fully realize the menace to national 
righteousness, . While England's 
Sabbath, keeping was maintained in 
marked contrast to the keeping of the 
day in most of the other countries of 
mrope, her religious life wns com- 
mented upon as a pattern for the 
world, Since the translation of 
“Good Queen Victoria” the sanctity 
of tho day of rest, which sho delight- 
ed to call “The Lord’s Day,” has suf- 
fered pollution.

1916, to o Hay, 1917. 


In February, 1916, Miss Green, 
Buperintendent of the Belleville Hos- 
pital, and band of “Red Cross Work- 

” distributed amongst themselves 

and a few friends little white bags 
with ’a red cross sewn upon them, 
with the object of collecting small 
amounts to assist in buying the ma- 
terials they were making up into 
hospital supplies, to be sent through 
the Belleville Women's Red Cross and 
Patriotic Association, to the hospl- 
tals overseas that were’ caring for 
the: wounded: heroes who are fight- 
ing and dying for our freedom, safety 
and peace.

This system of\recelpta. was Intro- 
dcced to prevent the possibility of all 
mistakes. The bags were made by 
members of the dilferent. kuitting cir- 
eles and other Ynterested ladies, and 
in the year about 4,000 have been 
distributed {n the various homes in 
Belleville, the desire being that all 
of the occupants of each home, rich 
or poor, from. the ‘youngest to the 
oldest, should putin their pennies, or 
just as many as they could spare. 
through willing sacrifice, saving or 
earning, to help buy necessities for 
our soldiers. 


The first general collection was on 
May 29th, 1916, the result being 
$211.67, 

Last summer a resident of Sarnia 
wrote to us asking for deteils of our 
penny bag scheme, and for permission 
to use it. In their first collection 
they totalled over $329.00 The lar- 
gest amount we have yet obtained 
was in January 1917, it being $279.48. 
The smallest. in August 1916 and 
$170.14. Only in three months during 
the year has the amount faliqn bé- 
low. $200.

We 
raided them by day and night, thus 
testing tho>efrength, of their line.

Charged Through Mud And Water 

When we were out of the line for a 
few days, we practised our écheme 6 
attack, and became thoroughly — ac- 
quainted with the position: of our-ob- 
jective. We knew the condition of the 
ground over which we would have t> 
travel, mud to the knees, shell holes 
and water, but we were uaed to that 
by now and had no fear about pa 
over. 

“Well, the time was drawing near for 
the biz push that would place the 
ridge behind our line, but we knew 
not the day or the hour’ that the fan 
would etart, so we coukl only wait, a 
little reatlean and excited, but coolly 
confident of the jesue. 

The Ridge looked practically the 
same as it did four months ago, but 
it was greatly different, still muddy 
and wet on the surface, more shel’ 
holes than before, more trench mortar 
emplacements and many more dugouts 
had sprung. into being, evidence of 
the increasing tunnelling and mining 
were comparatively few, . although 
great work had been done.

In three minutes we entered 
his front line without resistance—as 
his main line of defence had’ been 
withdrawn to the second line, and 
from..here -he-kept up a continuous 
and deadly machine gan fire durin 
the six minutes we were waiting for 

the second line barrage to lift. 





Sergt, Brooks Takes Charge 
It-was here that my officer and N- 
C+ were put out of action, and I was 
left in‘ch¥rge.:One patrol of our com- 
pany had now entered the second line, 
and one enemy machine gun was oxt| 
of action; and- we could sce a Jarce 
number of Huns retreating in disor- 
der, so our Lewis guns dealt with 
them. We knew now that we were 
getting on, and aa my patrol’s objec- 
tive, lay just seventy-five yards ahead 
in the Huns’ communication trench, 
I got into the second line to reorgan- 
ize, but our patrol had auffered .heav- 
ily and only my chum, Perey Gomme; 
remained in action, and he hadj a 
shrapnel wound (slight). I lost my 
three bombera, four Lewis gunners, 
and the gun itself was. put out of ac- 
tion while Percy was-carrying it, but 
We could not stop; so, together with 
the officer in charge of our wave, and 
two more bombers, we pushed down 
the communication trench toward the 
third line, bombing all dugouts and 
retreating Huns, as we did ro, After 
we had gone about seventy-five yards 
we reached the objective of our pa- 
trol, a point of vantage on the ridge, 
where we established our post. | 





A Breathing Spell 

T was cent back then to bring up 
our men to-man the trench, and pre- 
pare for a counter altack. [I got an- 
other Lewia gun for our post, then 
went back to consolidate. Our sun wa? 
ready for action, so we cleaned our 
rifles and got them ready. All our 
companies had gained their objective 
40 we had a breathing épell and took 
a little rest. The sun was beginniny 
fo shine now and there was promise 
of a good day. Our artillery was still 
pounding awsy, and our planea were 
overhead. We signalled our position 
to them that’a photograph of our new 
position might be taken. From . our 
position we could: see miles into the 
enemics’ territory, and we kyew that 
unless he counter. attacked in force, 
the evacuation of the country in front 
for at least 8 mile was inevitable. 
After everything was in good shape 
in our line, despite the mud, and we 
had a good supply of bombs and am- 
munition we had a bile to.eat, after 
which I took my tifle and bayonct 
and with one of the gunners patrolled 
down the drench towsrds the Hun. It 
was hore we got fourteen prieoners 
and two miners, also a good supply of 
souvenirs, which were divided up. 





Boche’s Hurried Retreat 

To make a long story short, it was 
not long before the Boche was force 
to withdraw, leaving several towns 
and imnwnse quantitics of war ma- 
terial.

Important Suggestion Has Been Male 
by Australian. 

Germany's trade penetration policy 
Fecelved its greatest impetus by 
virtue of the big advertising schemé 
whereby the ‘Made-in-Germany” 
slogan was printed on practically 
every article, large and small, that 
left that Empire, The potentialities 
of this system are now readily real- 
ized by Canadian mianufacturers, 
though the Idea ‘has not ‘been very 
largely adopted. |: 

The idea of inaugurating a “‘Made- 
in-Canada” stamp system is revived 
in the’ Weekly ‘Bulletin of the De- 
partment of Trade and Commerce at 
Ottawa. Mr, D. H. Ross, Canadian 
Trade Commissioner in Melbourne, 
Australis, forwarded to Ottawa a 
suggestion made"by a legding Aus- 
tralian lumber dealer, which reads in 
Part as follows: ~ 

“The time has now come when 
each part of the Empire must and 
should do its: best to heip the other, 
and there is no better way of making 
& succéss of this than by ding. 1 
am not a believer in’a p: rence 
tariff, but do belleve in preferpncee to 
our own race, and if my suggestions 
were carried out J sce no reason why 
the greater part of the Oregon (and, 
I might add, otber lines) should not 
come from Canada. 

“In the past you have not had as 
fair share of our trade. It would be 
as well to take a few figures bascd 
on the year before the war (1913). 
We are safe In basing it on the size 
12 by 6 and Its equivalent and over. 
We find imports of Oregon or Dou- 
glas pine. into the Conimonwealth 
were: 

Feet super. 
Canada .... cesees oo 3,890,000 
United States ... .. «. 123,145,000 


“These figures should be reversed, 
or at all times -altered materially, 
say, two‘thirds grom Canada and 
one-third from the United States. 

“Keep this well before you: 
Whilst the war Is on trade Is brisk 
and men are in constant work, 
whether at thelr own. special trade 
or .at something else. -When the 
war ts over no one knows what will 
take place, and it is for us all to try 
to make work within our own Em- 
pire. My suggestion is this: that 
all timber coming from Canada 
abould be branded at each end witb 
the word ‘Canada,’ 

“A well-organized campaign is ne- 
ceasary, Also keep this well before 
you; The timber merchant does not 
count; it iIsRhe architect and the 
general public. The architects specify 
fully '80 per cent. of the Oregon used, 
and if in their specifications Cana-- 
dian Oregon or Douglas pine is men- 
tloned the trade must stock it or lose 
the. business, If the Institute of 
Architects decide upon this course, 
then ‘the trade must follow. It {a 
no use the trade trylog to supply 
American, as the clerk of. works will 
only send it back; besides this, it 
will be necessary‘to bave some {n- 
spector going round’ the yards to sce 
that thoy bold stocks of Canadian. 

+ “Besid the ~ brand ‘Canada,’ 
there should also be a’ mill brand, for 
this reason: ;1t makes keen rivalry 
amongst the mills, and leads to 
better avorage shipments) All. ‘the 
Baltic mills brand the whole of their 
output. It has been made a suc- 
cess of here, then why should it not 

with your Oregon? It*goes with- 
out saying that the rallways and the 
Public Works — Department, both 
large consumers, would always 
specify Canadian Oregon.” 

While the’ above suggestion is 
confined to the Canadian lumber 
trade, the authorities also offer the 
suggestion that it could be adopted 
by all Canadian fndustries for ad- 
vertising purposes.

COAL MONOPOLY 


Twenty Million Dollare Advanced by 
Government as Working 

PETROGRAD, June 19.—via_ Lon- 
n.—The Provincial Government has 
decided to establish a state coat 
monopoly, dating from’ July 14. ‘At 
first the monopoly will be confined to 
Donets basin, tn southern-Russla, 
which -is by far the most Important 
coal district of the conntry, contain- 
ing 1500 mines. The purpose of the’ 
monopoly is to supply the internal 
market more equitably, prevent 
speculation and establish prices 
which, while preventing undue pro- 
fits, will enable the hunning of the 
mines without loss under the present 
high scalo of .wages. Tho ministry 
of trade state there will be a large 
economy in transport as a result’ of 
compulsory consumption on the spot 
of coal of low heating quality, leay- 
ing the better coal for distribution 
tlroughout the empire. The Govern- 
ment will allot $20,000,000 working 
capital for acquisition of machinery 
and for. increasing otherwise the 
technical efficiency of the mines.

The Settee, a Link Between Settle anc 
Sofa, Was Sometimes Used. | 
Toward the close of the sctenteenth 
century the bed increased in impor

Crude Musical inatrument That Led Up 
to the Hand Organ. 

The early type of burdy. gurdy orts- 
inated’ In Germany during*the ninth 
century and under the name of Amdren 
leyer (peasunt’s lyre: nttained great 
Popularity: throuzhout Europe, falling 
fnto'a decline pniy ut the begluning of 
the Jost century. Even today a slizht- 
ly modernized type of this instrusient 
maybe seen upon the strtets df the 
smaller towns of Savoy. 

The instrument consisted of a riolin- 
Nike frame and sounding boand: provid: 
ed with from three to six xtrings.’ The 
music was produced ‘by « small crank 
actuated wooden wheel, whose resined 
edge bore against the strings.’ | The 
two outer striigs were keyed fa unk 
son and when the wheel was'revolred 
gare forth'a bass note which served as 
a musical background.

“Efforts should be made to 
suppress | the numerous persons wha 
impose on the public by pretending 
to be deaf. Thesn imposters are con- 
stantly being heard \ i in all parts of 
the country, and do mich to bring the 
deaf into disrepute. Ho would urge 
that steps be taken to expose and pun- 
ish all such’ persons. Magistrates are 
often too lenient with such epntempt- 
ible offenders and the * practice has 
thus been encouraged rather than sup- 
pressed.

WASHINGTON, June 26.—That Am 
erican coal operators are milking the 
consumer of great jéuma of money 
daily under cover of “war conditions”

well, Chicago, member of the Coal

Moderwell declared that in Hlinois 
the cost of producing coat hag in- 
creased only about fifty cents ‘a ton 
while operatora increased prices‘ from 
$2.50 to $5 a tot, and from’ $4.50 to 
$8 2 ton. He said operators are tak- 
ing advantage of the demand by 
hoisting prices... He added’ that all 
mines are producing about sixty per 
cent. of capacity. To help combat the 
impending coal shortage the Forest 
Service announced a campaign to-in- 
duce everyone to use wood wherever 
possible, especially in the West. Low 
rates will be made on all timber avai'- 
able in the national forests, free fucl 
being given to those who will cut and 
haul it.

Mr." Hanna’s statement reads: 


MUST GLELP ALLIES 

“The outstanding fact of the food 
situation, which it is imperative that 
every citizen. of Canada should realize 
at once is that Great Britain, France, 
Italy, Belgium and their European al 
lies are wholly unable to supply the 
allied armies at the front and on the 
way. For nearly threo. years their 
man-power. has hoes engaged in the 
direct work of war, and in some cases 
large areas of their’ most productive 
lands have been overrun by tho enemy. 
Their food xhottage and the fooa to 
supply thé armies,of Canada and the 
United States must. bo wholly prorid- 
ed from this side of ‘tho ‘Atlantic. ‘The 
supply must also be sufficient to cover 
losses ‘at sea. Australia, New Zealand, 
the; Argentine “Republic, and other 
countrics are ‘not now available to re- 
lieve the situation because of their 
remoteness and the shortage of ton- 
nage. ¥ 

“The crop of storeable foods grown 
in Canada and tho.United States suit- 
able for shipment overseas threatens 
tobe entirely inadequate to mect' the 
demand unless the whole people deter- 
mine by every means in their power 
to make up tho shortage. Every in- 
dividual is under-a direct obliration 
to assist in rationing the allied forces. 
There must be national self-tenial and 
national co-operation to- provide the 
necessary supplies. 

“Time and investigation will he re- 
quired to determine tho best means of 
assuring adequate rations for the Can- 
adian divisions and the alliod nations 
and armies. But these are some meas- 
ures that: are so obviously right that 
we ask that they be adopted at once 
and that the men and women of the 
Dominion pledge themselves to their 
observance, They include:

Noyon to the Somme. The Associat- 
ed Press correspondent, after 
ing Noyon, went through the en' 
district and observed what was being 
done. 


There are 243 villages and ham- 
lets spread over the French zone 
alone of the country which the Ger 
mans bfore,-their retreat tried to| 
make ipto a desert. One hundred 
of these small communities sre now 
just heaps of stones and bricks. with- 
out one- habitable room or cellar 
among them while of the remainder 
one-third were partly demolished and 
tho reat only slightly. 

In this region 34,000 old mon ana 
women and young children under 
fifteen years were left without: sher 
ter or food by the Germans. Some 
412,000 ‘of these were evacuated tm- 
mediately to the interior of France, 
where a proportion’ of them foined 
their relatives. 

Grapple with Problem ‘ 

The military authorities have grap- 
pled in masterly way with tne 
yast problem which confronts them 
of providing for a large ‘destitute 
community immediately behind - the 
ines, where. a shieli of. French 
flesh and steel was hold back 
the Germans from a possble Feturn. 
They sét to’ work.to organize the 
country and its people. The firs: 
step was to provide food arid this was 
done through the military commiss- 
arlat; as there was no means of civil- 
fan transport of supplies from other 
parts of France. 

Then came the question of putting 
in cultivation again’ the 250,000 acres 
of agricultural land comprised In the 
French sone. -It. was late fn the sea- 
son, but a’ practicable. scheme was 
at once formulated and, put. Into .er- 
fect. Officers .of high rank were 
placed in charge. The devasted coun- 
try was divided into seven sections, 
and composed <of twenty-five com- 
mounes and cach in charge of an off- 
cors with skilled aldes. Horses were 
lent by the army, broken ploughs ane 
harrows were repaired by motor me- 
chanics of the army, seeds of all kines 
wore procured and. work on the land 
was-hegun. For this manual labor 
was nocessary, and this was found 
among the many peasants and smau 
farmers in the ranks. 

Thirty American tractors were 
found lying {dle in a depot: not far 
from the stricken district and these 
Were transported to the places where 
they could be most useful ‘and pu 
to’ work. The labor.was dangerous 
owing to the presence of. unexploded 
shells under thes ‘urface of the fields, 
but only one incident /has occurred 
from ‘thia cause, 

“Large Area’ Ploughed
